Synopsis of State and Intelligence material reported to the President 


ISRAEL , 

The Israeli Charge informed a senior Departmental official yesterday 
that Prime Minister Ben Garion proposes an emergency session of the 
UN General Assembly to discuss the UAR's detention of the Israeli^ 
chartered vessel, "Inge Toft. " In reply we reviewed our pursuit of a 
quiet solution through Hare's conversations with UAR officials including 
Nasser. The suggestion of an emergency General Assembly meeting 
was a new proposition to which we would like to give careful scrutiny 
in the light of Embassy Cairo's findings, which we have requested on an 
urgent basis. The Israeli Charge assented and agreed that the Israeli 
initiative could be deferred a day or two,

USSR I 
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First Deputy Premier Frol Kozlov will represent the USSR at the opening 
of the Soviet exhibit in New York in late June. He will spend about two 
weeks in the United States; The 50 -year-old Kozlov has risen rapidly to 
become a full member of the party presidium and is now one of the three 
or four most important leaders after Khrushchev. 

LAOS

The rebellious Pathet Lao battalion is now loosely encircled by Laotian 
Army units. The foreign minister on 25 May requested US financial 
and material support for a military operation to bring the Pathet unit 
under control; The US Army attache thinks that the Laotian Army has 
not yet developed a sound cleanup plan. Escape of the unit or dispersal 
into small guerrilla bands is thus a strong possibility.
